WHOLESALE PRICES IN NOVEMBER 


BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER 

The following table shows the movement of wholesale prices in the last thirteen months in each of the eleven groups 

of commodities specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials, classified 
according to stage of manufacture, and (b) building materials. All the commodities included in (a) and (b) are also included 
in their appropriate commodity groups (V-XI). In cases where the Government buys a commodity at one price and resells 
it at a lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the subsidised price is the one used for the index; where different prices are 
charged according to the use to which the article is put (e.g. in the case of sugar and flour) a weighted average of these

Wholesale prices, as measured by the Board of Trade 
index number, showed a rise of 0-4 per cent. in November, 
as compared with October, food prices rising by 0:7 per 
cent. and those of industrial materials and manufactures 
by 0:2 percent. The aggregate increases since the outbreak 
of war were: general index 58 per cent., food prices 
64 per cent., and industrial materials and manufactures 
55 per cent. 

The re-grouped data, in which the prices of industrial 
materials and manufactures (except fuel) are classified 
according to the stage of completion reached by the pro- 
ducts concerned, showed increases in November, as com- 
pared with October, of 0-1 per cent. for basic materials and 
of 0-3 per cent. for both intermediate products and manu- 
factured articles; increases in comparison with August 
1939 were: basic materials 81 per cent., intermediate 
products 61 per cent., and manufactured articles 38 per 
cent. Prices of building materials rose by 0-1 per cent. in 
November as compared with October, the increase since 
the outbreak of war being 36 per cent. 

Food prices rose in each week of the month, the“largest 
increase being in the last week ; prices of industrial materials 
and manufactures also moved upwards, but weekly move- 
ments were unimportant.

Food and Tobacco.— Barley prices rose again in November, 
as in each of the six preceding months, the increase in the 
Gazette average being 7} per cent. and that for malting 
barley 6} per cent.; the only other change in the cereals 
group was a reduction of about 5 per cent. in the retail 
price of bread. The control order of 27 October reduced the 
price of imported eggs by about 6 per cent., this reduction 
accounting for the lower index for the meat, fish and eggs 
group. In the miscellaneous food group the new control 
orders of 1 and 24 November raised the price of tomatoes, 
the monthly average showing an increase of about 29 per 
cent.; the contract price of milk was raised by about 
2 per cent., while the prices of potatoes and coffee fell by 
34 and 7} per cent. respectively 

Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The only group 
movement in excess of 4 per cent. was the increase of 
0-7 per cent. shown by the cotton group, cloths being 
dearer by about 1 to 24 per cent. Among other textiles, 
artificial silk yarn prices were raised by 1} to 2 per 
cent. on 1 November, linen yarn (cambric warps) was on 
the average 5 per cent. dearer, while jute was 10 per cent. 
cheaper. Certain chemicals and fertilisers were dearer, 
increases ranging from 1 to 6} per cent., while in the mis- 
cellaneous group imported hides (Frigorificos) and goatskins 
were dearer by about 10 and 4 per cent. respectively. 
Movements in the other groups were either negligible or due 
to price increases during October. 

Percentage Changes.—The following table shows in 5 per 
cent. ranges the increases and decreases among the price 
averages for food and industrial materials :-—

BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 

The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day in 
each month from January 1940 to October 1941 are 
shown in the adjoining column. Telegraph and telephone 
receipts, savings bank and money and postal order business 
are excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 

The increase of about 3 per cent. between September and 
October was similar to the corresponding movement in the 
four years before the war. As compared with a year 
earlier, receipts in October showed a rise of 7-8 per cent., 
postal charges being the same in both months.

EXPORT CONTROL 
UTILITY CLOTH AND APPAREL 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods (Control) 
(No. 43) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1967, price 1d.) 
which comes into force at once. 

The purpose of this Order is to make it clear that licences 
issued by the Board of Trade for the exportation of cloth and 
apparel do not apply to such cloth and apparel as are covered 
by the Board of Trade’s scheme for the provision in the United 
Kingdom of utility clothing. 





BRITISH CLAIMS AGAINST JAPANESE 
SHIPS 


Persons having claims against Japanese ships, shipowners or 
charterers are reminded that under the Cargoes and Claims (Infor- 
mation) Order (see the ‘Board of Trade Journal” of 5 
September 1940, page 150) they are required to report parti- 
culars to the Secretary, Enemy Shipping Claims Committee, 
Norman House, Strand, W.C.2. Persons not sending the required 
particulars are liable to heavy penalties under the Defence 
Regulations. ; 


TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
ApvVICE TO SHIPPERS 


Among the vessels named in the Statutory List (see the 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 6 December, pages 354-355), 
‘San Isidro” (Spanish flag) should read ‘‘ San Isidro Labrador.” 
To the Discrimination List has been added ‘‘ Tercio Montejurra ” 
(Spanish flag) of 549 tons and owned by Cia Comercial Maritima 
de Transportes. 

From the notice regarding enemy territory which follows the 
Statutory List, Hungary and Roumania have been deleted. 


NEW SPECIFIED PERSONS ORDERS 


The Board of Trade announce that, for the convenience of 
trader and others, the list of specified persons, which is at 
present embodied in seven Orders, is being published in a new 
consolidating Order dated 5 December—the Trading with the 
Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) (No. 19) Order, 1941 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1883, price 2s.).

A further Order, the Trading with the Enemy (Specified Per- 
sons) (Amendment) (No. 20) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 
No. 1973, price 2d.), has been made, dated the 8th December. 
This Order includes the names of 160 persons controlled from, or 
closely associated with, Japan. 


AUSTRALIAN RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTS 
FROM STERLING COUNTRIES 


The Australian Government have announced the introduction, 
as from 8 December, of restrictions on the importation of a wide 
range of goods, which are mainly regarded as being unnecessary 
during wartime, from most countries in the sterling area, includ- 
ing the United Kingdom. It will be recalled that in relation to 
non-sterling countries import licensing was introduced for a 
wide range of goods in December 1939 and subsequently extended 
to cover goods of almost all classes (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” 
7 December 1939 and subsequent notices). The new restrictions 
are detailed under Customs Regulations and Tariff Changes 
(page 372). 

In a press announcement the Australian Government have 
stated that they wish it “to be clearly understood that the 
restrictions now being imposed on sterling imports are not in 
any sense tosbe regarded as protective measures for Australian 
industries. The war situation demands that Australia make 
every effort to divert the whole nation’s resources to production 
essential to the effective prosecution of the war. It is the policy 
of the present Commonwealth Government to press ahead with 
the achievement of this objective. Accordingly it would be 
directly contrary to the present Government’s policy if the 
wartime restrictions now being imposed on the importation of 
non-essential goods from the United Kingdom were to lead to a 
greater use of Australian man-power and resources in non- 
essential production.” 

The Australian Government state that these restrictions will 
help materially towards the building up of the sterling balances 
required by Australia for imports, interest and other charges 
and for the maintenance of Australian troops abroad. Asa more 
important reason for these measures, it is stated that the Empire 
as a whole cannot achieve a maximum war effort unless each 
unit concentrates its resources as far as possible on the produc- 
tion of. vital wartime requirements, and that the importation, 
production and consumption of non-essentials are in direct 
conflict with the all-in-war effort required for victory. 

The statement emphasises that recent import statistics show 
no foundation for allegations that there has been a “ flood of 
imports ”’ of such goods as apparel, textiles and footwear from 
the United Kingdom. It is pointed out that the Commonwealth 
Government have been informed on a number of occasions that 
any steps they might desire to take to restrict the importation 
and consumption of non-essential goods—quite irrespective of 
the source of supply —would meet with the full agreement of the 
Government of the United Kingdom. 


UNITED STATES SPECIAL SMALL TOOLS 
LEASE-LEND PROCEDURE 

With reference to the directions given in paragraph 6 of 
Circular L.L. (M.T.C.) No. 4 dated 27 October, concerning the 
procedure to be adopted in the submission of requisitions for 
Lease-Lend material, it has become necessary to modify these 
directions where it is desired that Special Small 'Tools should be 
obtained. With such demands the following procedure will be 
applied immediately and must be closely observed. 

The requisition should be made on the registered importer’s 
usual order form bearing his Code Reference and Order Number. 
The original and three copies should be forwarded to M.T.C. 4, 
Ministry of Supply, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W.1, 
together with a transparent drawing of the tool required and a 
print therefrom. It is important that the transparent drawing 
should be in good condition and capable of producing clear 
prints. Only requisitions to English measurements can be 
considered ; drawings to metric measurements will not be 
accepted in any circumstances. 

Only requisitions for substantial quantities of a Special Small 
Tool will be accepted for transmission to the British Purchasing 
Commission. 

If approved the original order and drawing will be sent to the 
British Purchasing Commission followed after an interval by a 
copy and the print. One copy of the order will be retained for 
record purposes and the remaining copy, endorsed as authorised 
and bearing the authorisation number, will be returned to the 
registered importer for his records. 

Each requisition must be accompanied by a certificate from 
the user that no steps have been taken by such user which would 
lead to any item being duplicated with United States suppliers 
and all reasonable measures have been taken to eliminate dupli- 
cations by associate firms and sub-contractors.

CONTROL OF TIN 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Tin (No. 3) 
Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1980), which came into force 
on 9 December. Under this Order any person holding any tin 
in the form of ingot, slab, block, bar, stick, grain tin or granulated 
tin, other than a person carrying on an andertaking which 
involves the treatment, use or consumption of such tin, is required 
to hold that tin at the disposal of the Minister of Supply and to 
send forthwith particulars of quantities, qualities and location 
of his holding to the Joint Controllers of Non-Ferrous Metals. 
This requirement applies both to tin situated in the United 
Kingdom and to any tin which subsequently arrives in or is 
produced in the United Kingdom. Further, no person can 
acquire any tin in the above forms or tin scrap, ore, concentrate, 
residue, slag, dross or sludges without a licence from the Minister 
or dispose of such materials unless to the holder of a licence. All 
communications should be addressed to the Joint Controllers of 
Non-Ferrous Metals, Grand Hotel, Rugby. 


CONTROL OF DIAMOND DIES AND 
TOOLS 


The existing control of diamond dies has been enlarged to 
include diamond tools, and the Minister of Supply has appointed 
Mr. R. L. Prain, Deputy Controller of Diamond Dies, to be 
Controller of Diamond Dies and Tools.

TRADE MARKS AND CONCENTRATION OF 
PRODUCTION 


RENEWAL OF TRADE MARK REGISTRATION OF TRADERS WHO 
ARE ‘‘ CLOSED FIRMS”? UNDER ARRANGEMENTS OR ORDERS 
OF THE BoAaRD OF TRADE FOR THE CONCENTRATION OF 
PRODUCTION 

The attention of trade mark owners or users whose trading 
activities are suspended or reduced by an arrangement or order 
of the Board of Trade for the concentration of production is 
drawn to Regulation 8 of the Defence (Patents, Trade Marks, 
etc.) Regulations, 1941,* which, inter alia, provides for preventing 
the removal from the Register of Trade Marks of the trade marks 
of ‘‘ closed firms”’ in gases where the registration of the mark 
falls due for renewal during the period of suspended or reduced 
activity and one year thereafter. 

In such cases the Registrar of Trade Marks will issue the usual 
first and second notices of the approaching expiration of the 
registration of the marks under Rules 65 and 66 of the Trade 
Marks Rules, 1938, and, if the fee for renewal of the registration 
has not been paid at the date upon which the registration is due 
to expire, the registration will be advertised in the “Trade Marks 
Journal” under the heading ‘“‘ Unpaid Renewal Fees.” If the 
fee still remains unpaid at the expiration of one month from the 
advertisement in the ‘‘ Trade Marks Journal,” the Registrar 
(acting upon information received from the Board of Trade) will 
not remove the mark from the Register of Trade Marks under 
Rule 68 of the Trade Marks Rules, 1938, but will inform the 
Registered Proprietor of the mark of the latest date at which 
payment of the fee will secure renewal of the registration. 
Usually the latest date will be fixed as the day twelve months later 
than the day when the arrangement or order ceases to be in force. 

Such optional postponement of payment of the renewal fee 
will not affect the date when the next following renewal of 
registration becomes due. 


FUR APPAREL: REMODELLING AND REPAIR 
BY UNREGISTERED PERSONS 


The attention of unregistered manufacturers of fur apparel, 
including Chambermasters, is drawn to the General Licence dated 
29 November (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1945, price 1d.), issued by the 
Board of Trade under the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and 
Apparel) Order, 1941.f This licence permits any unregistered 
person who was a manufacturer of fur apparel on 1 September 
1941, in addition to supplying goods under the provisions of 
Article 5 of the above Order, to make certain additional supplies 
during the current period of restriction, namely,

GLOVES 


The Board of Trade have revoked by 8. R. & O. 1941 No. 1944 
(price 1d.) as from 29 November 1941, the General Licence dated 
21 August, 1941,* which permitted the supply without limitation 
of certain types of gloves. 

The Board are, however, prepared to consider applications for 
licences to supply cheap, durable gloves outside quota by nucleus 
firms and firms participating in a nucleus certificate in the glove 
industry. Nucleus firms and firms participating in a nucleus 
certificate in the hosiery industry, who are registered in Class D 
of the Cloth and Apparel Order * and who manufacture this 
kind of glove, may apply for licences to supply knitted woollen 
gloves. 

Special consideration will be given to applications for licences 
to supply children’s gloves and mittens. 


LICENCES FOR RETAILERS 


Amendments to the Location of Retail Businesses Order, 
1941 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 15 November 1941, 
page 297) are embodied in the Location of Retail Businesses 
(No. 2) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. No. 1933, price 1d.). 

Under the original Order, made on 11 November 1941 a trader 
does not require to obtain a licence if he wishes to carry on a 
retail business in premises where, during the basic period, a 
category or categories of goods were sold which he himself 
proposes to sell. The amending Order makes it necessary for 
such a trader to apply for a licence unless the retailer who was 
using these premises in the basic period assigns the business to 
him. 

The original Order does not prevent a trader who is selling one 
or two items which fall within a category of goods as set out in 
the Schedule from extending his business without licence to the 
sale of any goods in that category. The amending Order makes 
it clear that the trader can still sell without licence the goods 
which he has been selling in the basic period but requires him to 
obtain a licence if he wishes to extend his business so as to sell 
any other goods in the same category. 

This clause does not, however, prevent the trader from selling 
any goods in a category if he has sold a substantial proportion of 
the various descriptions of goods which it is customary in 
ordinary trade practice to supply in a retail business in respect 
of that category. 

Under the amending Order the definition of the term “ retail 
business ’” has been extended to include the supply of goods to 
persons who do not acquire them for the purpose of producing 
other goods from them for re-sale, e.g. knitting wool and piece- 
goods. 

An Explanatory Memorandum explaining both the original 
and the amending Order is also available from H.M. Stationery 
Office (price 1d.). 


CHILDREN’S TOY SUITS 


The Board of Trade wish to remind traders that apparel does 
not become free of coupons merely because it is sold as a toy ; 
thus, children’s replicas of military and other uniforms require 
coupons according to the ratings of their component garments. 


SIGNING OF BILLS BY MEMBERS OF 
H.M. FORCES 


The Board of Trade have issued to all Trade Associations and 
Chambers of Trade and Commerce a notice giving full particulars 
on “bill signing” by members of the Forces—including the 
articles that may be signed for, who may sign, and the kinds of 
bills that will be accepted by the Board as coupon-equivalent 
documents. Copies of this notice are available at the sources 
mentioned above. The Board cannot supply additional copies 
of the notice. It should be noted that, as from 11 December, 
officers of the Royal Observer Corps may no longer sign bills and 
that Officers of the Air Training Corps may sign bills only for 
uniform raincoats.

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CANADA 
MAXIMUM PRICE REGULATIONS 


The attention of United Kingdom exporters to Canada is 
drawn to the Canadian Order in Council P.C.8527, relating to 
price fixing regulations to be administered by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, which came into operation on 1 Decem- 
ber. The regulations, which are entitled The Maximum Prices 
Regulations, provide for the fixing of maximum prices for all 
goods and services in the Dominion. 

By these regulations no person shall, after the date of the 
coming into force of the regulations, sell or supply goods or 
services at a price higher than the maximum price for such 
goods or services as provided in the regulations unless otherwise 
permitted under the regulations. 

The maximum price at which any person may sell or supply 
any goods or services shall be the highest lawful price at which 
such person sold or supplied goods or services of the same kind 
and quality during the basic period of the four weeks from 
15 September 1941 to 11 October 1941 inclusive ; provided that 
any differences in price which he has customarily and lawfully 
allowed to different classes of buyers or for different quantities 
or under different conditions of sale and which result in a lower 
net price per unit of goods or services, shall be continued. 

The maximum price at which any person may sell or supply 
any goods or services of a kind or quality not sold or supplied 
by him during the basic period shall be the same as the maximum 
price of goods or services of a substantially similar kind and 
quality sold or supplied by him during the basic period ; and 
in any case in which the question arises as to the lawful price 
for any such goods or services the onus of proving the existence 
and extent of any relevant and substantial similarity or dis- 
similarity alleged by the seller or supplier shall be upon him. 

The Order in Council further provides that where a contract 
to supply any goods or services was entered into prior to the 
basic period or subsequent to the basic period but prior to 
1 December 1941, at a price higher than the maximum price as 
provided in these regulations, the price for any goods or services 
supplied under such contract on or after 1 December 1941 shall 
be reduced to such maximum price. 

The Board, in its direction, may vary any maximum price, 
may prescribe other or additional terms or conditions of sale, 
may exempt any person or any goods or services or any transac- 
tion wholly or partly from the provisions of the regulations either 
generally or in specific cases and subject to such terms and 
conditions as the Board may impose. 

The Board’s policy will be to recommend measures necessary 
to maintain the total volume of necessary goods without added 
cost to the ultimate buyer. This will be effected in respect 
of imported goods by the abolition or reduction of import duties 
or by the provision of subsidies. The following is a summary of 
the main points of interest to United Kingdom exporters of an 
announcement recently issued by the Board. This information 
has been received by cable and is therefore subject to correction. 


Summary OF Maryn Pornts 


The price ceiling regulations do not apply to imported war 
supplies or goods identifiable as going into war supplies. 

The greater use of subsidies for civilian supplies is now indi- 
cated and the Board asks importers to continue importing in 
the normal manner with the assurance that appropriate sub- 
sidies will be provided in respect of goods imported on and after 
1 December on the following basis (duty reductions may in 
certain cases make subsidies unnecessary). 

(a) The Board reserves the right to exclude any goods from 
the import subsidy and to adjust the amount of subsidy from 
time to time; when doing so consideration will be given to 
commitments of a reasonable character and amount entered into 
before 1 December. 

(b) The Board will not consider subsidies for insignificant 
amounts. 

(c) Subsidies will not be such as to remove the incentive to 
buy on the most favourable possible terms ; if some suppliers 
try to take advantage of the situation the subsidy in respect of 
their goods may be withdrawn. 

(d) The diversion from domestic to foreign sources of supply 
if not occasioned by shortage of supplies in Canada may lead to 
the reduction or elimination of the subsidy. 

With regard to imports by retailers the Board will measure 
the amount of subsidy in such a way that the cost of goods is 
reasonable in relation to the price ceiling. The same basis will 
be used for subsidising imports by wholesalers. With regard 
to imports for processing, etc. into finished articles, manufac- 
turers are assured that materials will be made available on a 
reasonable price basis having regard to the cost of materials 
which went into finished goods sold by retailers to consumers 
during the basic period. 

The Board state that it is fundamental that imported goods 
will not be eligible for subsidy if such goods can be obtained

in Canada in sufficient. volume and at reasonable prices. A 
tendency towards a large increase in the volume of imports of 
any particular kind will be presumptive evidence that the sub- 
sidy is excessive. It is indicated that any importer deliberately 
diverting business on a considerable scale from a domestic to a 
foreign supplier may be excluded from subsidy assistance. 

Wherever foreign suppliers normally quote special prices for 
shipments to Canada it is the duty of all importers to do every- 
thing possible to see this practice is continued.

CANADA—CHILE 
TRADE AGREEMENT 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Order in 
Council (P.C. 7595), dated 1 October, published in the “ Canada 
Gazette” of 11 October, which states that the Trade Agreement 
between the Governments of Canada and Chile signed at Santiago 
on 10 September 1941, provides, inter alia, for reciprocal most 
favoured nation treatment in tariff matters, etc. 

Pending the exchange of ratifications of the Agreement, its 
provisions are applied provisionally as from 15 October 1941, 
for a period of one year.

BRITISH EMPIRE 


AUSTRALIA 
RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTS FROM STERLING 
AREAS 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received telegraphic 
advice that, as from 8 December, 1941, the Customs (Import 
Licensing) Regulations which hitherto have applied mainly to 
goods from non-sterling areas will be applied to certain goods of 
sterling origin, except when the produce of the following 
countries :— 


British Solomon Islands Protectorate ; Cook Island; Fiji; 
Gilbert and Ellis Islands Colony ; Nauru ; New Caledonia ; 
New Guinea; New Hebrides; New Zealand; Norfolk 
Island; Papua; Pitcairn; Society Islands; Tonga ; 
Western Samoa. 


2. The first licensing period for goods admissible on a per- 
centage basis will be the four months ending 31 March 1942. 
During that period licences will only be issued up to one-third 
of established quotas. For example, when the value of imports 
during the year ended 30 June 1939 (the base year) is £100 and 
goods are admissible up to 75 per cent., the established quota 
will be £75, and during the first licensing period licences will be 
issuable up to £25. 

3. Machinery items at present under administrative control 
when of non-sterling origin will be brought under administrative 
control when of sterling origin. That is, applications for licences 
for machinery will be considered individually on their merits. 
Replacement parts are excepted from this control. 

The following goods are subject to the regulations, but no 
restriction on issue of licences will apply, viz. :— 

Chinese wines ; 

Cameras for commercial use and camera parts ; 

Cattle other than horned for stud purposes. 

The following, viz. :- 

Raw cotton ; 

Unmanufactured tobacco ; 

True vegetable parchment, 
will be subject to administrative control from all sterling 
countries. 

6. Goods in Transit. Goods which have, prior to 8 December 
1941 left the factory or warehouse, in finally-packed form, for 
direct shipment to Australia, are excepted from the regulations, 
provided such goods are imported into Australia not later than 
30 April. 


Goovs ON ORDER NOT COVERED BY PREVIOUS PARAGRAPH 

7. Licences will be issued for goods on order which have 
become totally prohibited, provided the following conditions 
are complied with :— 


(a) The order was placed and accepted prior to 6 December 
1941. 

(b) The goods are in the hands of the shipping company for 
direct shipment prior to 15 February 1942. 

(c) The goods are imported by 31 May 1942. 

(d) The value and quantity do not exceed three months 
normal supply. 

(e) The application for licence to be lodged not later than 
15 January 1942. 


8. Licences for goods on order which have become admissible 
on quota basis will be issued subject to the following conditions:— 
(a) The order was placed and accepted prior to 6 December 
1941. 
(b) The goods were in the hands of the shipping company 
prior to 28 February 1942. 
(c) The goods are imported by 30 June 1942. 
(d) The value in excess of one-quarter of base year’s imports 
to be debited against current and future allocations. 
(e) Applications for licence to be lodged prior to 31 January 
1942. 


9. Applications for licences for goods on order made subject 
to administrative control are to be made prior to 31 January 
1942, and will be considered individually.
